SLAU GHTERHOUSE  REGULATIONS  AND  BYELAWS 

There  are  in  the  district-  fourteen  registered  and 
thirteen  licensed  slaughterhouses  and  one  knacker’s  yard* 

The  Government  scheme  of  centralised  slaughtering  came 
into  force  on  the  15th  January,  19  40,  when  the  Ministry  of  Food 
took  control  of  the  slaughtering  of  all  fat  stock.  The 
supervision  by  the  Council*  s  staff  of  the  meat  supplies  remains 
unaltered  and  the  inspection  of  carcases  at  the  two  authorised 
slaughterhouses  in  this  District  is  being  carried  out. 

In  September,  1940,  the  Ministry  of  Food  requisitioned 
a  slaughterhouse  at  Frant  for  the  slaughtering  of  sheep  and 
ca  Ives . 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  HOUSING  ACTS, 

Repairs  and  improvements  to  one  hundred  and  forty-six 
cottages  wore  completed  during  the  year,  one  thousand,,  two 
hundred  and  fifty-six  visits  being  made  regarding  the  necessary 
works . 

BYELAWS  RELATING  TO  HOP -PICKERS .» 

Nine  farms  in  the  district  employed  imported  labour 
during  the  hop-picking  season.  This  labour  consisted  of 
seventeen  males,  one  hundred  females  and  forty-two  children. 
Thirteen  visits  were  made  In  connection  with  the  Bye-laws, 
when  four  defects  were  noted.  Seven  improvements  were  made 
during  the  year , 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT . 

A  number  of  applications  for  advise  on  the  destruction 
of  rats  were  received  during  the  year,  and  forty-nine  visits 
were  made  in  connection  therewith.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION . 

The  Immunisation  Scheme  continued  to  make  progress. 
Sixty-three  clinics  were  held  in  Schools,  conducted  by  general 
practitioners,  and  the  immunisation  of  917  children  was 
completed.  A  further  186  children  commenced  treatment ^ which 
was  completed  in  1941.  Doctors  reported  the  immunisation  of 
15  children  in  private  practice.
